Esecntive Procrastination. 

In 1870 tlio Government of British 
Cohimbin nmilo the niunitieenfc f^raiit 
of Beven hundred and fifty dolhus for 
the purpose of erecting a gaol for Nn- 
nainio. Up to that time the Coiil 
Company's "bastion" had been made 
to do duty as a gaol. The reader Avill 
readily imagine what a striicLure could 
bo provided for seven hundred and 
fifty dollars. Those who have visited 
Nanaimo Biuco that date may have no- 
ticed on the slope of tlie bank, a littlo 
to the right of the •wharf, a wooden 
structure, apparently set on stilts. 
The building is small, wholly innocent 
of architectural pretensions,— in short, 
just about such a building as one 
might expect to meet with in a re- 
spectable poultry-yard. That is the 
Nanaimo Gaol! To look at it one would 
think it an easy o}!Pration, quite with- 
in the scope of an ordinary niaii's 
power, to knock away the props on the 
lower side and lot tlio noMo ('(lificc 
tumble into the "salt chuck." This is 
the ^aol respecting which the Chief 
Justice notinaptly remarked to a Grand 
Jury, "Ho would be a fool who would 
go into it; antljhe wouldbea bi'^-Licv fool 
who would stay in it." Notonly is I lie 
gaol singularly insecure; butit iswliolly 
unfit to afTord decent acconnuochuion. 
Under these circumstances, it only 
serves as a "lock-up," Nanaimo having 
to seek accommodation for her criminals 
in the overcrowded cells of Victoria 
Gaol. The palpable untitncss of Na- 
naimo Gaol for the ]nu-])ose.s intoiKlcil 
has had a coiispicuous j^l'ics in every 
Grand Jury presentment since its erec- 
tion. And yet, there it stands to-day, 
just as it stood in 1870, without any 
effort to adapt it to tlio wants of tlio 
important community; and this, too, 
notwithstanding that the Legislature, 
at its last session, voted tho sum of 
one thousand dollars towards that 
object. In a case so long standing 
and of HO urgent a nature, how is it 
that nearly the whole year has been 
allowed to pass without anything beinj.;- 
done ? Since tho season has been lost 
and so much time wasted, porliaps it 
would be as well to wait two or three 
months longer, in order that the grant 
of last year might be suflieiontly in- 
creased to provide a suitable buildiii;:. 
of which the present one miglit form 
a wing, or to which it might serve the 
part of an outhouse. "Were Nan.aimo 
Gaol the only instance of Executive 
procrastination it would be well for 
the Ministry and for the country. 
Unfortunately every District lias to \ 
complain of ono or more instances, 
some of them involving more serious 
consequences than the one selected as 
an instance. It has been suggested 
that, conscious of the sadly dejileted 
condition of tho Provincial Esehei[uei-, 
Ministers are holding liaek as many of 
last year's approjiriations as possible', 
thinking that a re-vote may helji to 
molify the dissatisfaction occasioned 
by the absence of fresh ajipropriations. 
Looking at tho general character of 
tho administration, wo are I'atlier dis- 
po.sod to attribute it to eoiistit iitinnal 
inertia and want of duo appreciation of 
the public interests.

, l9aniy soil, and eovL-red with rye-grass. 
' It improves as Tatla is ai)i)roached and is 
hero of a rieh black loam. 

J5elts of timber surround the lakes, but 
in tho rear the country (j])enB out for hun- 
dreds of miles in every direction, olTering 
facilities for jiopulous settlements, and 
will undoubtedly pro\e the most im|iorl- 
antpatt of the ^laiidand. l^verythin;;, 
even tobacco, grows must lu.vuriantly 
whore water can bo obtained and where 
the soil has been tried. 

With regard to the various and Rome- 
times dilVering accounts we have received 
of tho country it must be remembered 
that it is of immense extent, ;if varying 
altitude, open in parts and timbcn^-d in 
others; one can, therefure, only form an 
idea of tho aggregate whole by gathering 
together and comparing tho partial de- 
scriptions.

The Superintendent of tlio TJnitod 
StJitos Coast Survey has authorized the 
publication of a notice of this danger to 
navigation; it having boon osamined in 
detail by Assistant Jus. S. Lawson, who 
discovered it. 

It lies in a southeastern part of the 
southern entrance to Eosario Strait, Wash- 
ington Sound, and directly off the en- 
trance of Deception Pass. Its general 
direction is nm-th and south (bycompass) 
and within th(> (Mght-fathom curve is six- 
tenths of a mile in length, and three- 
tenths of a mile in breaiith. The kelp 
patch marking itj is half a mile long iioi-tli 
and south, and lies over the part of tho 
reef, having six fathoms of water and less. 
The shoalost part is about one hundred 
and seventy yards in extent, and has three 
and three-quarters fathoms of water over 
it at mean low water. 

Tho depth of water incroasea very rapid- 
ly away frmn the reef, but more particu- 
larly on the northeast side, whore a depth 
of thirty fathoms is found, within two 
hundred yards of tho ten-fathom curve. 
On tho west side the thirty-fathom curve 
lies a quarter of a mile from the ten-fathom 
curv<\ 

Within half a mile from the ledge on 
the east and south sides, the depth of 
water is fifty fathoms.

The Hamilton '■Spectator" thus concludes 
an article on San Juan lost:— 

''lint we believe tho assumption not to 
be well founded either that tho possesso- 
of San Juan can control entirely the navi- 
gati<Jn of tho liaro channel or that, if it 
could, it would necessarily stoji communi- 
catiini between British Cidunibia and the 
sea. The Haro channel is five miles wide 
nt the narrowest point; and, though sail- 
ing vessels must go through tho middle 
of it on account of currents and the dan- 
gers of navltration, steamers may hug the 
Vancouver shore, and thus be out of reach 
of artillery from San Juan. Besides, the 
Hosario eliannel w ill still be open to all 
vessels in time of peace and will be free to 
the strongest in time of war. 

But if this were not so — ^if the possession 
of San Juan enabled tho United States to 
shut un out entirely fi-om the (riilf of 
( ieorgi.^, it would still not cut olTour coni- 
niunii-ation with the Pacific. The liarbor 
of Fs(pumalt is one of the best on the 
Paeitic coa^t; and thiu-e is now little doubt 
that it will lie madi! the terminus of the 
Canada Pacilic Ihiilwuy, TUia lioa lit the 
soiplieri) oijti'eiuity lif YanoQUvor Island, 
near "\'intoria, oidirel.v awav from the 
neighborhood of San .luaii. Without r(>- 
feronce to the San .luaii question at all, 
it is pndjable that Fsquimalt would bo 
made tlie western terminus of our ro.i.d 
and tho entrepot of our P(\ci(\o ti'Udo. U 
inivy be made aimoHl impregjiable, and af- 
fords pUijly uf roiun for all the comraereo 
of the Piicilic. Till' navigation of San 
.1 nan arcliipel;ii,'o and the (.( ulf of (ieovgia 
is both difiii'ult luitl d;ingoi'uii.-,; and if 
the diiojslon uf the Ilmperor had been in 
our favor it is imiirobable' in the extreme 
that th(,' terminus of our road and our 
principal Pacific port would be on tha 
mainland.

The "IloviBta" of Naples coiituiiis 
tho following account of the. loss of 
two l^entl^med iit-yeSUviusi -who w. tli 
great temerity insisted bii beiug low- 
ered down to tho dnrk cavern immedi- 
ately below the oriiico of tlic orator: "A 
p.arty was formed toascond JlomitVosu- 
viuis on Friday iiftoniooii in tlie '■Caflo 
d' Europa." I'ho party coiisi.stcd of two 
Americans, three EngliHhnicn, and one 
Frenchman. On Suudiiy night thoy 
took carriages from the'cafle'forResina 
reaching there at half -past sevon p. m. 
Having procured lun^.sos, g-ttitlos and 
otlicr iiocossitieH, they starlcd for tiio 
btu uing niounLaiu and began tho ascent 
one Luigi Q-aroglio, leading oicoione, 
and arrived at the base of the iipper- 
mo.st cone, further than which horses 
do not go. Tlio tourists then began 
tho ascent over tlu; liillocks .'uid boul- 
ders of lava until the vicinity of the 
crater was readied, wbou McsfirB 
James Wilcox and Francois Ls Mieur, 
an American and a Frenchman, insist- 
ed upon being lowered down to tlio 
cavern which is foriiicil below thcinouth 
of tho volcano. Tho giiidi-s, who 
provide tlieniselvos with rojios for that 
pui^pose, coniiilied witli the re(]iiost of 
the foreigners and lowered them down. 
The mountain being perfectly qtiictno 
danger was aiitiei])aled; but when one 
of tlio jiarly above the ci-;iter called 
out to the rash advoutureis, no aii.iwer 
was returnod. 'The guides g'r.j\vi ii.e- 
anxious cried "gentlemen, it would be 
better for you to hold on to the erdsof 
the ropes." Still tho ropes rcnial)ie<l 
slack, and no aiiswer came from the 
sulphurous ami murky ejiven below. 
Twenty niiiuitoK i)asstidaud tlio adven- 
turers -were j'et silent. It was tlieii 
proiDosed that one of the guides should 
bo lowered down and hold on to the 
ropes until he had investigated tlie ap- 
pearance of tlio cavern bar e, lie had 
hardly entered wlien he cried out loud- 
ly; '■Su! Sul uon o'o niente ciie una 
pietra strettissima!" ("I'pl ujil there s 
nothing here but a very narrow rock!") 
Ah far as nny living person can tell 
th o rest, tlio unfortiinr.Lo strangers, tlio 
vii.'tinis of their own imprudence, -were 
hurried into t'ae mysterious abysses of 
Mount Vesuvius. 

In this same month, sixteen years 
ago, two Eiiglishnion of birth and for- 
tune and a French comedian committ- 
ed tho saino terrible error. Tho same 
ambition which urged tlicm to scale tl-o 
icy heights of the Mideihorn also nerv- 
ed thoiu to search insidious ^'esuvius 
while it slept, and they were cither lost 
in some labyrinth of iava ami ashes or 
smothered by vapor ov sulpliur.
